Henequen plants produce 
a period of twenty years. old plants 
being replaced after being stripped 
of their fiber-bearing leaves, which 
are cut off year by year systemati- 
cally, being replaced finally by new 
plants, which in turn become pro- 
ducers during the seventh year aft- 
er planting. As very little piant- 
ing has been done during the past 
ten years the production and ex- 
poration of sisal have been reduced 
about 40 per cent, with little proe- 
pect of increased production during 
the nest seven years. Up te ter 
years ago the exportation of hene- 
guen had passed an average of 
1,000,000 bales, whereas the pres- 
ent production is probably around 
600,000 bales. 


MANY GAINS AND LOSSES 

More fortunes have been made 
and lost in henequen than in any 
other product in the whole of the 
south and southeast of the republic 
of Mexico. Under the original 
scheme for handling the output. 
every henequen planter was prac- 
tically bound to hand over his 
crop at a fixed price, and official 
mismanagement had a ot to do 
with bed marketing and consequent 
loss. The new scheme is expected 
to do away with this and to insure 
to producers « fair and uniform 
return on capital and production. 
The war plunged most Yucatecans 
into something approaching pov 
erty, but henequen prospects are 
now brighter and a business man- 
agement, with a State aad Federal 
government representative in- 
cluded, is expected to develop these 
to their greatest extent.
